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OUR FRONTISPIECE 
CHARLES EVERETT RUSH 
By. Amy Winslow 


Charles Rush cannot be easily caught in a 
printed page. A many-faceted individual, 
interested in many things, versatile, intui- 
tive, his individuality does not come clear 
with a mere enumeration of his activities or 
of his numerous contributions to librarian- 
ship. A person with an enormous zest for life 
and a love of play, he makes a game of every- 
thing he does. It is of these things and the 
quick reaction to events and to people, the 
skill of the story-teller, the gentleness with 
which loved books are touched, the joy of old 
clothes and digging in the earth, the artist’s 
eye for the dignity of an old log cabin, the 
love of an old car, the romp with a small 
child or a dog, that one thinks firgt. How put 
aside all this which makes up so unique a per- 
sonality and write a biographical sketch? 

There is a Quaker background. He was 
born in Indiana, of parents who traced 
Quaker ancestry back to seventeenth century 
Virginia, North Carolina, Massachusetts 


and Pennsylvania. Like so many mid- 
western young people of ‘The Friendly Per- 
suasion,” he graduated from Earlham Col- 
lege. Work in the Fairmount Academy and 
Earlham libraries sealed his fate, and, with 
time out to secure a professional label at the 
New York State Library School, he has been 
a librarian from that day to this. 


It was at Albany that he found Lionne 
Adsit and the following summer persuaded 
John Cotton Dana to employ doth of them. 
Mr. Dana was not one to obstruct destiny, 
and destiny had its way. With a librarian for 
a wife, and one whose every reaction to life 
was joyously positive, his profession opened 
a wide new field for his creative ability, that 
love of the game, and the determination to 
accomplish. 

The first full-time job took him as librarian 
to Jackson, Michigan, for two years. There 
his adventurous spirit led him to pioneer in 
the establishment of a special men’s reading 
and smoking room. (That was in 1909!) 
From Jackson he progressed to St. Joseph, 
Missouri, and during his six years there es- 
tablished the pattern for participation in 
community activities which he was to pursue 
throughout his career. The Advertising 
Club, Commerce Club, Press Club, Rotary 
Club, Council of Social Agencies, St. Joseph 
Art Association, Public Welfare Board and 
Boy Scouts all found him an enthusiastic 
and active member. During his period of 
service in Des Moines, Iowa, he found time to 
establish contacts profitable to the library 
with a similar list of organizations. 

With the appointment in 1917 to the 
librarianship of the Indianapolis Public 
Library came the first big challenge. During 
his eleven years there the library was com- 
pletely reorganized, and attracted nation- 
wide attention for rapid development and for 
new ventures in publicity techniques. Above 
all a staff was built up which was enthusias- 
tic, responsive and devoted. With a librarian 
who could play as well as work, who wanted 
his staff likewise to play as well as work, 
there was probably never a staff anywhere 
who had a better time on the job. Special

services for groups were established which 
were among early ones of their kind: the 
Business Branch, the Teachers’ Special 
Library, a library in the Riley Hospital for 
Children, and a Readers’ Advisory Service, 
primarily for out-of-school young people. To 
the list of community activities already 
familiar were added memberships in the 
Indiana Historical Society and the Society of 
Indiana Pioneers, and a latent interest in 
pioneer history, with particular emphasis on 
early roads and Quaker migrations, began to 
develop into an abiding passion. 


In 1928, with his acceptance of the li- 
brarianship of Teachers College, Columbia 
University, began Mr. Rush’s connection 
with the academic field. During three busy 
years there, library policies and procedures 
were revised and directed toward greater 
coordination with teaching interests and pro- 
cesses. Personal growth and reorientation 
were natural results and when in 1931 the 
offer of the associate librarianship at Yale 
University came, it seemed a logical step. 
The seven years there were fruitful in new 
friendships, in the excitement of building up 
the collections of an already great library 
and in playing a part in the policy-formation 
of a famous institution. He was instrumental 
in the establishment and development of the 
General Studies Division of the Yale Gradu- 
ate School, in the installation of the map 
collection and the special collection on Ben- 
jamin Franklin. His creative instinct found 
full scope in the establishment of the micro- 
photographic laboratory in the University 
Library, and he became one of the pioneer 
experts in the field of microphotography. 
During the founding and first year he was 
chairman of the Board of Editors of the 
Journal of Documentary Reproduction. 

In 1938 Mr. Rush returned for three years 
to the public library fold, and many of his 
friends hoped that a stray had returned for 
keeps. The Cleveland Public Library during 
those three years felt also the touch of the 
innovator, and the entire staff was drawn 
into a re-thinking and re-evaluation of 
services and procedures. But the university 
field had become too magnetic, and in 1941 
he left Cleveland for a happier hunting 
ground. 

The present location at Chapel Hill, North 
Carolina, seems ideal for the Rush tempera- 
ment. Opportunity for the rich and reward- 
ing friendships for which he has such a genius, 
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for the thrill of pursuing elusive items and 
building library resources, for delving into 
Quaker history, so long an absorbing interest, 
for that life-long hobby of angling, for gar. 
dening on an extensive scale — all these are 
here. As a part of his current activities he 
has prepared a building program and plans 
for the proposed enlargement of the library, 
has established The Bookmark, a quarterly 
publication designed to attract research 
materials, and has edited Library Resources 
of the University of North Carolina (1945). 

During the years, professional affiliations 
have been many and constructive. He has 
been a member of the American Library 
Association since 1907 and a life member 
since 1918. He has served as its Vice Presi- 
dent, twice as a member of the Council, and 
through membership on boards and com- 
mittees has contributed to its policy-forma- 
tion in many fields. His connection with the 
American Association for Adult Education, 
of which he was a charter member, has been 
close. For two years he served as informal 
adviser on library services to the Carnegie 
Corporation, during which period he parti- 
cipated in professional investigations in the 
United States, Nova Scotia, Newfoundland 
and on the continent. He was appointed an 
official United States delegate to two con- 
ferences of the International Library Com- 
mittee, held in Stockholm in 1930 and in 
Warsaw in 1936. 

Memories are rich and many-colored, for 
“C.E.R.” has been a fighter as well as a 
builder. He likes with enthusiasm and dis- 
likes with equal enthusiasm. But he can look 
back with relish upon enduring accomplish- 
ments, through most of which he had fun, 
and forward to years ahead in which he will 
add to the reputation of a great library, 
serving one of the unique institutions in the 
country. Finally, for those who know him 
best, he has added to the joy of life. That is 
the enviable accolade.

BIBLIOGRAPHIES OF THESES IN AMERICA * 


By Rap P. RosENBERG

PART II 


A third volume dealing with source material is the 
Guide to Bibliographies of Theses: United States and 
Canada. Palfrey and Coleman have examined the 
whole field of thesis material, both masters’ and doc- 
tors’, and have called attention to sources which for 
many years have been lying dormant in American uni- 
versity libraries. The Guide is composed of a short 
preface in which the compilers emphasize the incom- 


leteness of the recording of advanced degrees in America. 
We have noted the admirable efforts of the Library of 
Congress and the DAU lists towards correcting this de- 


ficiency with regard to doctoral theses. Palfrey and 
Coleman state that the locating of masters’ theses is 
next to impossible, for most of them are never published 
and only the minority occur in printed lists. They tell 
us, also, that their bibliography ‘‘presents an historical 
cumulation of lists and bibliographies of theses from the 
first appearance of such publications through August, 
1940” (p.6); and that their compilation, was made as 
complete as possible ‘‘by searching through such biblio- 
graphical sources as periodical and book indexes, book 
and library catalogs, and annual bibliographies in vari- 
ous fields of research”’ (loc. cit). Part I of the Guide con- 
tains seven general lists of theses in all fields. Part II 
is devoted to thesis material in special fields. There are 
thirty-four of these specialized lists, dealing with the 
humanities and the sciences, arranged alphabetically ac- 
cording to subjects. Part III, arranged alphabetically 
according to institutions, gives information about thesis 
material for one hundred and forty-seven of them, 
Canadian as well as American. 

In examining the last part, we are struck by the fact 
that some of our largest universities in which graduate 
work is prosecuted have never published any lists of 
their theses. Most of them have special catalogues of 
these theses on file in the university libraries. With 
effort and direction, all this material could be made 
available for publication. It is to be hoped that the 
Deans and the Librarians of these institutions will see 
their way clear to obtaining funds for printing them. 

Palfrey and Coleman are to be commended for having 
carried to a conclusion a task which was trying and 
difficult of accomplishment. I found their Guide a val- 
uable time-saver and a basic reference work for my 
bibliography of dissertations, now in the process of 
compilation." It would be no exaggeration to say that 
the completion of my own study would be impossible 
without this thesis guide, and I am, indeed, grateful for 
their pioneering labors. 


In pursuing the course of my investigation, which is 
based on Palfrey and Coleman’s bibliography, I have 
been aided by the Deans and Librarians of the various 
institutions, who have supplied me with information 
and lists. It is owing to their kindness that I am able to 
offer the following corrections and additions to some 
aspects of the Guide. These additions, supplementing 
the lists in Palfrey and Coleman, can be of assistance 
in establishing a chronological sequence up to the DAU 
bibliography.

For a decade the writer has pees a most satisfying and profitable avocation: to seek out, to read and 
to record all book-length biographies (individual and collected) in English of physicists, astronomers, mathe- 
maticians, chemists, metallurgists, and engineers. 

Literal accomplishment of this program is, of course, virtually impossible; but it can be carried to a high 
d of completion. And now that the hunt for items has encompassed most of the worth while sources it is 
believed that much the greater Pace of the more consequential material has been located and read. In such 
thought it seems desirable that the results of the search, some 900 titles, now be made available for professional 


use.
